REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  MEN'S  WORK 

The  Department  of  Men's  Work  of  our  Aasembly  has  completed 
five  ycara  of  work  under  the  present  plan  of  having  an  all  time 
SecreUry  in  the  promotion  of  the  Men-of-the^Church  organisation. 

If  progress  during  thaae  years  soema  to  have  been  slow  it  should 
be  remembered  the  taak  has  baen  great— a  literature  had  to  be  cre- 
ated, synodical  and  presbyterial  commUtees  secured,  men  had  to 
be  trained  to  ba  Imdtrt,  paaton  and  sessions  aroused  and  inter- 
ested and  their  approval  obtaiMd.  and.  just  as  the  Woman's  Work 
had  years  of  difficulty  in  displacing  the  old  societies  with  the 
auxiliary  so  the  same  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  proasoting 
the  Men-of-the-Church.  The  Church  Club  has  given  way,  where  It 
has  given  way  at  all,  slowly  and  reluctanUy  to  this  organisation 
wh  ch  has  for  iU  object  the  Urger  and  more  comprehensive  purpose 
to  organize  all  the  men  of  the  church  in  Christian  service  and  fel- 
lowship; to  promote  among  them  the  study  of  the  Bible  and  of  the 
history,  sUndards.  agencies,  and  aims  of  our  church;  and  to  stimu- 
late and  enlist  them  in  witnessing  for  Christ. 

When  we  consider  therefore  the  Urgencas  of  tha  task  sad  tha 
difficulty  that  had  to  be  encountaiod  we  realise  thaae  yoara  hava  not 
been  idle  years  nor  have  they  bo«i  unfruitful.  Hundreds  of 
churches  have  been  organised,  and  some  moet  remarkable  develop- 
ments in  Men's  Work  are  being  reported  in  individual  churches  and 
in  some  Presbyteries.  A  splendid  literature  has  been  prepared, 
a  literature  that  is  often  fascinating  in  interest  and  in  the  clear- 
ness with  which  the  plan  and  advanUges  of  the  organisation  hava 
been  set  forth.  Synods  and  Presbyteries  are  awake  to  th« 
importance  of  the  organisation  and  are  appointing  committees  the 
UUe.  Department  of  Men's  Work,  thus  conforming  to  the  Assembly.

The  Committe  on  Courtesy  made  the  following  report 
which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote:  Presbytery  has  en- 
joyed its  meeting  in  this  historic  old  church  and  wishes  to 
express  its  deep  appreciation  of  -the  hospitality  extended 
to  us  by  its  energetic  and  faithful  pastor  and  his  devoted 
peijple.  as  well  as  those  of  other  churche>  who  have  opened 
their  homes  to  us.  It  has  been  a  delight  to  come  again  to 
this  beautiful  section  to  have  such  substantial  evidence  that 
the  recent  depression  has  not  seriously  affected  these  gen- 
enms  people.  We  pray  God's  continued  blessing  upon 
them.

Isaac  Stuart  McElrojr  was  born  in  Marion  County,  near  Ubanon.

Your  committee  declines  to  recommend 
him  at  this  time. 

The  Committee  on  Educational  Institutions  made  a  re- 
port which  was  adopted  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Educational  In'?titutions  makes  the 
following  rejwrt :  Reports  from  Davidson  College  and  from 
Queen s-Chicora  College  have  been  placed  in  our  hands. 
Considering  the  state  of  the  times  thes«  are  very  encourag- 
ing reports. 

Davidson  reports  an  enrollment  of  634,  of  that  234  are 
new  men.  S<^me  slight  improvements  have  been  made  to 
the  college  plant.  There  is  no  deficit  and  no  debt  except 
the  $19000  on  the  Chambers  Building  which  is  covered  by 
subscriptions.  Collection  on  theae  anlwcriptions  is  very 
slow. 

Queens-Chicora  reports  an  enrollment  of  325.  but  stated 
that  the  enrollment  is  not  complete.  The  most  encouraging 
fotture  of  the  report  is  the  fact  that  the  College  has  com- 
l^d  with  the  requirements  of  the  Southern  Association  in 
regard  to  salaries  paid  to  teachers ;  the  number  of  teachers 
with  adequate  degrees;  and  records  of  the  work  done  by 
graduates  of  Queens  College  in  graduate  <whr>ols.  No  ef- 
fort has  been  made  to  secure  further  endowment. 

Those  in  charge  of  both  these  institutions  seem  much 
encouraged  at  the  prospect  for  successful  and  thoroughly 
Christian  education.  All  of  which  should  be  a  cause  of 
much  gratification  to  our  Presbytery.

And  this  is 
foreign  misswnt. 

We  were  told  that  the  M  1-3  per  cent  cut  woaM  aol  affect  our  mis 
sionarie*'  salaries.  But  how  could  it  be  otberwiae  when  distre<>siug 
echoes  of  the  curtailment  of  the  work  on  %ht  fidd,  evangcfllitic,  educa- 
tional and  medical,  are  coming  from  all  oor  nine  missions.  The  mis- 
sionaries are  cutting  their  own  salaries  to  ih*  bone  to  help  keep  OIR 
work  going  Some  say  that  they  caiiMOt  n*e  these  extreme  mcthi.(!> 
for  more  than  one  year  and  are jprairtap  that  receipts  this  year  will 
start  the  work  forward  again.  The  gilts  of  King*  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery to  this  cause  fell  from  $1I.I2J  in  19^  to  $10,455  in  I9J1 

With  this  background  we  exceedingly  regret  to  report  that  up  to 
September  Itt  receipts  from  the  whole  drarck  this  year  have  fallen 
bek>w  even  those  of  Ust  year  by  $214100.  Brethren,  this  calls  for 
heart  searchings  and  prayer. 

The  materials  and  methods  for  getttnc  oorsrlves  and  our  people 
intormed  and  intelligently  praying  for  this  Kinrdom  Cause  are  many 
and  at  hand  and  of  excellent  workmanship.

Paul  Reid  Arrowood  presented  himself  before  the 
Presbytery  and  after  the  usual  examinations  was  re- 
edvad  and  enroUed  as  a  candkiate  for  the  Gospel  Minis- 
try tinder  the  care  of  this  Presbytery. 

The  Committee  on  Change  of  Pajitorates  made  a  report 
which  waa  received  and  the  following  recommendation 
was  adopted:  That  the  Presbytery  urge  upon  the  church- 
es  and  ministers  to  cooperate  with  Synod*? Committee  in 
effecting  necessary  changes  in  pa.storate8  in  accordance 
with  the  Assembly s  plan. 

A  popular  meeUng  was  heM  in  the  interest  of  Foreign 
Missfons. 

The  Foreign  Mi.«wion  Committee  made  a  report  and 
pending  iU  adoption  the  Presbytery  heard  with  pleasure 
the  Rev.  I.  S.  McElroy  in  the  interest  of  F(MPeign  Missions. 
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The  following  parts  of  the  report    were    adopted    and 
ordered  printed  in  the  minutes : 


The  Executive  Committee  of  Foreign  Mf^wlwif  has 
found  that  the  Pastors  Ccmference  on  Foreign  Missions 
meets  the  needs  of  both  pastors  and  people  in  their  ef- 
fort or  desire  to  know  our  own  Foreign  Mission  work  and 
to  tell  the  Ex«:utive  Committee  how  it  ought  to  do  its 
work.  The  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  meeting  at  Greens- 
boro cordially  recommended  the  holding  of  Pastor's  Gon- 
ferencM  in  each  Pr^bytery.  Every  Church  in  the  Preshy- 
tery  is  asked  to  send  its  pastm'  and  one  dder,  ont  dsncoa, 
one  wooutn.  one  leader  of  young  people,  and  one  man  rep- 
resenting the  laymen  of  the  church. 

Two  secretaries  of  Foreign  Missions  from  NashTllle 
and  a  Missionary  form  the  usual  conference  team.  These 
conduct  separate  confereiMes  in  the  afternoon,  one  for 
the  pastors  and  one  for  the  laymen.  The  prtk>lems  dis- 
cussed are  those  having  to  do  with  the  work  on  the  fleki 
or  in  the  home  office  based  upon  questions  which  wHl  be 
presented  from  the  floor.  After  two  hours  <^  this  there 
is  a  joint  sstekm  before  supper.  After  supper  there  is  a 
joint  session  of  about  an  hour  with  motion  pieturai  of 
our  Mission  Work  and  a  Missionary  address. 

Such  conferences  have  uniformly  proven  sources  of  in- 
spiration and  particular  information  which  will  reach 
pastors  and  people  in  no  other  way. 

The  only  expense  of  attending  is  the  distance  travelled, 
and  supper  at  the  conference. 

Kings  MounUin  Presbytery  needs  such  a  confersMt  for 
in  the  first  five  months  of  this  year.  16  churdMshave 
contributed  not  a  cent  to  Foreign  Missions.  This  period 
covers  the  special  offering  which  should  have  been  taken 
in  our  Sunday  Schools  in  May. 

Recommendations : 

1.  In  view  of  the  designation  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  period  from  October  8  to  November  19  aa  the 
special  season  for  Foreign  Mission  study  and  promotion, 
and  the  week  of  November  12-19  as  the  Special  Week  of 
Prayer  and  Self-Denial  for  Foreign  Missions,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Presbytery  hereby    rwcrfve    to 
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these  seasons  as  designated  by  the  Assembly  and  to  work 
diligently  toward  the  following  three  goals : 

(1)  A  season  of  Foreign  Mission  preaching  in  every 
church  in  the  Presbytery  calling  all  our  people  to  a  re- 
dedication  of  life  and  means  to  the  supreme  mission  of 
taking  the  world  for  Christ. 

(2)  Frequent  seasons  of  special  prayer  for  missions 
during  the  period  of  prayer  and  preaching  and  self-denial. 

(3)  A  supplementary  oflFering  in  every  church  during 
the  Foreign  Mission  season  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial,  and 
in  every  Sunday  School  which  failed  to  take  one  in  May. 

2.  That  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee  of  the  Pres- 
bytery be  authorized  to  conduct  a  campaign  in  the  Pres- 
bytery during  the  Foreign  Mission  season.  October  8  to 
Nov^nber  19.  to  bring  these  goals  to  a  realization  and  to 
raise  in  full  the  Foreign  Mission  askings  from  all  the 
churches  in  the  Presbytery. 

3.  That  ministers  be  urged  to  discuss  with  leaders  of 
every  organization  within  their  congregations  their  re- 
lationship to  our  Foreign  Mission  Enterprise  in  the  hope 
that  thru  the  use  of  literature,  missionary  and  secretarial 
visits,  special  programs,  moving  pictures,  mission  study 
and  in  every  other  way  the  local  church  may  be  fired 
with  a  new  zeal  for  Foreign  Missions. 

4.  That  in  accordance  with  recommendation  four  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  meeting  at  Greensboro,  N. 
C,  a  Foreign  Mission  Conference  for  Pastors  and  Lead- 
ers be  held  in  this  Presbytery,  and  that  the  session  of 
every  church  be  urged  to  have  its  full  quota  of  leaders 
at  the  conference. 

5.  That  recommendations  6  and  8-12  page  81  of  the 
1933  Assembly  minutes  be  adopted  as  read  without  print- 
ing in  these  minutes. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted:  That  the  Mod- 
erator appoint  an  ad-interim  Committee  to  study  the  ad- 
visability of  having  four  regular  meetings  of  Presbytery 
of  one  days  length  each  year. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  ad-interim  com- 
mittee: Rev.  W.  J.  Roach,  Rev.  J.  H.  Henderlite,  Rev.  H.

4.  That  all  .Sunday  Schools  be  urged  to  cooperate  in  the  special 
Missionary  Education  Program  on  Japan,  and  that  they  do  their 
utmost  towards  rai.sing  in  full  the  budget  of  our  Japan  Mission. 
5  That  all  Young  People's  organisations  be  urged  to  cooperate 
in  the  Missionary  Educational  Program  on  China  and  that  they  be 
encouraged  to  devote  their  Foreign  Mission  offerings  to  that  lieia. 

6.  That  churches,  societies  and  individuals  assume,  wherever 
practicable,  definite  responsibility  for  definite  parU  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  work. 

7.  That  this  Presbytery  record  its  unbounded  gratitude  to  God 
for  His  blessing  on  our  labors,  and  particularly,  for  the  rfeateat 
ingathering  of  souls  in  the  more  than  seventy  years  of  our  !•  oreign 
Mission  history.

challenge  and  opportunity  of  the  present  situation.  N 
we  press  upon  the  atUntion  of  Presbytery  too  forcibly 
ing  facts  in  regard  to  our  work: 

1.  Our  Missionary  Force  is  being  rapidly  depleted.  It  has  de- 
clined from  516  to  Sw  in  nine  years  and  for  the  first  time  in  six- 
teen years  has  dropped  below  the  four  hundred  mark.  A  number 
of  thoae  being  reUined  in  the  service  are  over  seventy.  Another 
large  group  will  reach  seventy  duriag  the  next  five  years. 

There  is  no  dearth  of  miastonary  seal  or  enthuaiaaai  aaeoag 
the  young  people  of  the  church.  Not  a  weak  paaaea  bat  that  our 
Secretary  racalvaa  several  letters  from  young  men  aad  wai—  who 
are  eager  to  go. 

S.  There  is  a  deaperate  need  for  an  increase  in  our  Foreign 
Mission  income.  Dr.  Fulton,  oar  SecreUry.  says  the  support  "to 
utterly  inadequate  even  for  a  greatly  contracted  work.  The  salaries 
of  our  oMasioiuurtoa  are  low  to  the  point  of  privation.  naUva  work- 
ers are  carrying  on  under  great  hardshipa.  Schods  and  hMP>»* 
are  operating  on  an  emergency  basto.  Buildings  are  faltia(  tela  els' 
repair,  funds  for  itineration  are  exhausted.  Our  missionartet  wha 
have  often  supplemented  out  of  their  own  pocket  the  meager  foads 
available  for  their  work,  cannot  be  expected  to  hold  the  Ha»  in- 
definitely." 

Recommendations : 

1.  That  we  all  go  home  and  do  all  we  can  through  prayer,  aad 
preaching,  and  planning,  to  secure  from  our  congregations  a  laara 
adequate  support  for  this  cause. 

2.  That  we  begin  now  to  plan  for  a  fruitful  observance  of  the 
aaxt  apaeial  aaasion  of  prayer  and  salf-denial  in  Oetabar  aad  No- 
vaaibv  tlu^agh  studv  classes,  ScImmIb  of  Missioaa,  pfayor  groapa 
and  supplementary  offerings  to  this  cauae.

The  salarie.  of  all  the  workers  and  all  other    oblifations  of 
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committee  have  been  paid  throufh  March  SI.  1M5.  Gradual  cur- 
tailment is  being  made  on  the  Tryon  Church  debt.  Strictest  economy 
has  beaa  cxereisod  in  the  administration  of  Presbytery's  Home 
Missimis.  only  $36.02  having  been  spent  for  that  purpoaa. 

The  adjusted  appropriations  which  the  committae  has  suggast- 
ed  for  this  year  are  for  the  purpose  of  equalising  the  salaries  of 
the  workers,  taking  in  consideration  the  character  of  their  fields 
and  their  family  obligations. 

There  are  two  ouUtanding  needs  in  Praebytery's  Homa  Mia- 
sion  work.  First,  since  Presbytery  has  reduced  her  askings  from 
each  church  to  a  very  r^sonable  figure,  every  church  ought  once 
more  to  raeogviia  her  Askings  for  Presbytery's  Home  Missions,  as 
well  as  other  h«MVolent  causes,  as  a  sacred  obligation  and  do  her 
best  to  raise  the  full  amount  asked.

In  order  to  keep  these  workers  paid  regularly  each  church 
ought  also  send  to  the  treasurer  of  the  committee  one-twelfth  of 
her  Askings  each  month.  In  no  other  way  can  the  committae  keep 
the  financial  needs  of  our  workers  supplied.

Rev.  Willis  S.  Wilson,  Pastor  of  the  Lncolnton  and 
Ironton  Churches  offered  his  resignation  as  pastor  of  these 
churches  and  asked  that  the  pastoral  relations  be  dissolved 
to  take  effect  March  31.  1937.

Second :  That  with  the  hope  and  belief  that  a  few  more  months 
01  service  would  not  too  greatly  tax  his  health,  and  being  desirous 
oi  having  him  continue  as  our  pastor  as  long  as  is  practical,  we 
nrgently  request  that  Presbytery  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
w»iK>n  make  provuiona  to  the  effect  that  said  resignation  becoOM 
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effective  at  the  close  of  oar  present  church  year.  This,  of  course, 
is  provided  Dr.  Wilson  feels  that  he  is  able  physically  to  continue 
for  anch  a  period. 

Third:  That  wc  wish  to  express  oar  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  splendid  services  Dr.  WQsoa  has  rendered  both  as  pastor  and 
preacher. 

Fourth :  That  the  fact  that  Dr.  Wilson  has  been  called  twice  and 
it  MOW  COMpl«ting  his  second  term,  making  in  all  fourteen  years 
aa  turn  mhIoi.  should  t>e,  and  is  evidence  of  the  love  and  esteem 
in  which  he  is  held  by  this  congregation. 

Fifth :  That  we,  as  a  coagulation,  wish  to  express  our  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  splendid  j^rvice  he  has  rendered.  That  we 
wish  also  to  express  our  utmost  confidence  in  him  as  a  minister  of 
the  GaspeL  That  his  sincerity,  energy  and  ability  has  caused  us 
to  k>vc,  admire  and  honor  him.  Certainly  his  wonderful  knowledge 
of  the   Bible  is  one  of  his  outstanding  achievements. 

Sixth:  That  we  wish  to  express  oar  heart-felt  appreciation 
to  his  devoted  wife  and  daughter  for  the  wonderful  manner  in  which 
they  have  co-operated  in  every  phase  of  the  work  of  our  church, 
and  especially  would  we  express  oar  appreciation  for  the  wonderful 
work  Mrs.  Wilson  has  done  in  directing  the  choir  in  our  church 
and  the  choir  training  given  our  young  people. 

Seventh :  That  we  hope  it  will  be  our  good  fortune  to  have  Dr. 
Wiaoo  and  his  fine  family  continue  to  reside  in  our  town. 

Eighth:  That  we  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the  bur- 
den of  Dr.  Wilson's  pastorate  has  been  greater  because  of  the  seem- 
iac  indifference  on  the  part  of  ntany  ol  the  members  of  this  con- 
grtgatioa  and  that  in  this  certainly  Dir.  Wilson  is  not  responsible. 

Ninth:  That  the  portion  of  his  life  spent  in  our  midst  and  his 
■iil^ry  in  oar  church  is  a  benediction.  That  we  wish  for  him 
a  r«t«m  of  good  health  «nd  that  he  will  be  spared  to  render  much 
more  service  for  his  U aster. 

Tenth :  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  spread  on  the  mtnatea 
of  the  Session  of  our  church.  That  a  copy  be  sent  to  Presbytery  at 
their  next  meeting.  That  a  copy  be  presented  to  Dr.  Wilson  and 
hi^  family  and  copies  be  given  to  each  of  our  local  papers.

has  spread  to  four  continents  in  an  ever  widening  service.  Throafh 
chapel  and  school  and  hospital  the  Gospel  message  has  found  its 
way  into  thousands  of  hearts  and  homes. 

In  1926  the  peak  was  reached  when  516  oUMkmaries  represented 
us  in  six  foreign  lands  and  the  conviction  and  declaration  of  \9fU 
was  being  reaffirmed  in  flesh  and  blood.  Foreign  yissioni, became 
the  glory  of  our  church.  After  a  few  years  a  rec»si«trtiegan  and 
today  our  contributions  have  dropped  to  at^iut  ii«Ttwhat  they  were 
in  1926.  We  have  been  unable  to  afford  replacement*,  consecrated 
young  men  and  women  who  were  thoroughly  qualified  have  been 
turned  back  from  miss»t»n  service  and  the  force  on  the  field  reduced 

•o  ;  the  salaries  of  our  present  workers  have  been  reduced 

almost  to  the  point  of  privation.  Schools  have  been  ckMed,  native 
workers  have  been  dismissed.  The  very  hfe  of  the  work  has  been 
in  danger. 

All  this  comes  at  a  time  when  the  stark  need  of  the  world  for 
Christ  was  never  more  apparent.  We  face  a  world  that  has  largely 
lost  its  moral  standards,  a  world  in  which  millions  have  exchanged 
idolatry  for  godlessness  and  have  turned  violently  against  all  religwa. 
A  world  of  hatred,  greed  and  war. 

The  situation  calls  us  back  to  a  fresh  remembrance  of  ow 
musain.  To  share  Christ  with  all  the  world  has  always  been  the 
prime  business  of  the  Church  This  chaUove  is  greatly  cmpha- 
atscd  by  the  fact  that  at  no  time  has  our  work  been  more  productive, 
and  never  have  hearts  been  open  to  the  Gospel  as  they  are  today. 

In  view  of  this  situation   the  General  Assembly  has  aiked  the

The  Assembly  has  directed  its  committees  to  present  an  appeal

William  Jefferson  Roach  died  suddenly  at  his  home  in 
Lowell.  N.  C.  Wednesday.  October  20,  1937.  He  had  been 
in  failing  health  for  some  time,  but  that  fact  was  not 
generally  known  and  his  sudden  paiiaing  came  as  a  great 
shock  to  his  many  friends.  He  was  in  the  prime  and  vigor 
of  manhood  apparently,  but  after  a  busy  day  his  tired 
heart  stood  still  and  he  was  called  to  meet  the  Master 
whom  he  loved  and  awed.  William  J.  Roach  was  the  son 
of  Thomas  Jefferson  and  Susan  Reid  Roach,  and  was  bom 
near  EbencMr  Presbyterian  Church  in  York  County.  S.  C. 
May  28,  1887.  He  attended  the  public  schools  in  his  com- 
munity, later  graduating  from  Clemson  C^Wege  and  Co- 
lumbia Theological  Seminary.  He  was  ordained  by  Enoree 
Presbytery  and  his  first  pastorate  was  Glenn  Springs 
Group  of  Churches;  later  he  moved  to  Gastonia,  N.  C,  ah 
pa.«<tor  of  the  West  Avenue  Preebjrterian  Church  there.  In 
1919  he  became  the  first  pastor  of  the  Covenant  Presby- 
terian Church.  Lowell.  N.  C.  it  having  been  organized  at 
that  time.  Here  he  served  until  his  death.  During  this 
pastorate  a  handsome  church  and  eoramodious  manse 
were  erected.  He  was  the  SUted  Clerk  of  Kings  Mountain 
Preabytery  for  many  years  and  served  on  many  important 
committees  including  the  Home  Missions.  Stewardship 
and  Vacancy  and  Supply  Committees.  He  was  also  a  Trus- 
tee of  Queens-Chicora  CoUege  and  the  Westminister 
School.  He  served  as  the  assisUnt  clerk  of  the  Synod  of 
N.  C.  and  on  many  of  the  committees  of  that  body.  Mr. 
Roach  was  the  oWest  Scoutmaster  in  point  of  service  in 
Gaston  County,  having  celebrated  his  twenty-fifth  anni- 
versary as  a  Scouter  two  jrears  ago.  He  was  an  fcagie 
Scout,  and  had  also  received  the  gold,  silver  and  bronie 
palms  of  merit  and  the  Silver  Beaver  Trophy,  which  is 
the  highest  award  given  in  ScouUng  for  mentortous  ser- 
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vice.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  ScouU  from  the  Piedmont 
Council  at  the  National  Jamboree  held  at  Washington,  D. 
C,  last  year. 

Mr.  Roach  was  active  in  fraternal  organizations.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Red  Men,  and  served  as  Master  of 
the  Masonic  Lodge  at  Lowell,  and  headed  the  Royal  Arch 
Masons  and  Knights  Templar  at  Gastonia,  and  was  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Royal  Arch  Mason.s  of  North 
Carolina.  As  a  citizen  he  was  interested  in  and  led  in  every 
good  movement  for  the  community  and  possessed  the 
confidence  and  esteem  of  his  fellow-townsmen  as  few  ever 
do.  His  home  life  was  ideal :  as  a  hu5)band  and  father,  he 
was  tender,  affectionate  and  just;  as  a  preacher.  fMstor 
and  presbyter,  he  was  diligent,  faithful,  energetic  and  un- 
tiring. He  was  endowed  by  the  Creator  with  many  talents, 
aU  of  which  he  gladly  dedicated  to  Christ  and  his  fellow- 
men  ;  he  did  not  lay  them  away  in  a  napkin  in  the  earth. 
He  was  self-sacrificing  and  humble  yet  a  man  of  strong 
convietiona.  He  never  shunned  a  hard  task,  nor  asked  for 
an  eaay  berth.  After  having  served  his  generation  by  the 
will  of  God  he  fell  asleep. 

"After  toil  com^  rest,  and  exile  home ; 
Soon  shall  we  hear  the  bridegroom's  voice 
'Behold  I  come'." 

The  call  came  suddenly  at  sunset  and  doubtle.ns  as  he 
wished,  which  reminds  us  of  Tennyson.

The  Reverend  Thomaa  McKnight  Stribling,  pastor  of 
the  Spindale  and  Bostic  Presbyterian  Churches,  died  at 
Rutherfordton  HospiUl.  after  a  brief  illness,  July  1.  1938. 

His  death  came  as  a  surprise  and  great  shock  to  his 
people  and  to  his  many  friends  throughout  the  section 
where  he  had  labored  for  eight  years. 

Mr.  Stribling  was  a  native  of  Richland.  S.  C.  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  72  years  of  age.  He  attended  North 
Georgia  Agricultural  College.  Princeton  University,  and 
Louisville  Theological  Seminary.  He  practiced  law  eleven 
vears  before  entering  the  ministery,  having  been  admitted 
to  the  bar  at  Granbury,  Texas,  in  1891.  He  felt  the  call  to 
the  gospel  ministry,  and  entered  the  Seminar>'  for  train- 
ing He  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  at  Perry,  Mo.,  in 
1904.  He  swvrf  as  a  faithful  pastor  for  thirty-four  years, 
in  seven  localities,  in  four  sUtes,  Missouri,  Texas,  Georgia 
and  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Stribling  was  a  cultured  gentleman.  He  was  a  stu- 
dent of  abilitv  and  discernment,  thoughtful,  courteous 
and  retiring  in  -nanner.  but  with  .strength  if  onviction 
and  purpose.  He  was  held  in  love  and  high  esteem  by  a» 
who  knew  him.  His  life  was  a  light  that  pointed  men  to 
God.

The  feature  of  chief  local  interest  in  our  Presby- 
tery's foreign  mission  program  for  the  year  ending  with 
this  meeting  has  to  do  with  ltln»artes  made  Iqr  two  of 
our  foreign  missicmartes  In  our  churches.  These  weit 
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Rev  Elmer  T.  Boyer.  of  Korea,  and  Rev  H.  M.  Wash- 
SSmTour  Afrtiin  Mission.  A  report  of  the  former  of 
these  has  already  been  made  to  the  Presbytery.

Your  foreign  mission  Committee  wishes  to  expraM 
its  sincera  appreciation  for  th^^toadW  ^^erattoo  of 
the  churchesln  which  these  Ittnsfaries  wwe  made.  It 
should  be  added  that  nearly  all  of  the  churches  of  U^e 
Presbytery  have  thus  been  covered  twice  dmtng  tne 
past  3fear. 

Our  entire  church  has  been  thrUled  with  the  news 
of  the  return  to  this  country  from  countries  witWn  the 
war  tone  of  forty  of  our  missionaries  »»<»  ^.f^^J^ 
Among  these  was  Rev  George  Stevens  who  is  to  address 
the  Pr^jytery  m  connecUon  with  this  report 

This  repatriaUon  of  our  missionaries  If  ^jf^A?" 
the  Pacific  %rar  aone  twenty-four  of  o^^i  '^nri^inUj- 
skmary  force  Eleven  of  these  are  in  China  jwae  m 
Japan!  seven  in  the  Philippines;  and  five  i'V"*™L«« 
thSugh  these  workers  have  experienced  ^a^yUig  dgrees 
of  kSidly  treatment  and  persecution,  we  are  ^^^ 
that  there  has  been  no  toss  of  life  thus  '»f^^o»\«  *J^ 
Their  many  narrow  escapes,  their  preservation  through 
niimmai  dangers  and  their  si^e  return  to  America 
could  be  duTtb  nothing  other  than  God  s  pro^^^^K 
care;  and  fW  this  we  give  Him  our  grateful  thaiiks^ 
It  is  inevitable  that  the  withdrawal  of  our  mlsslon- 
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ary  force  from  these  countries,  together  with  conditions 
Incident  to  war,  severely  disrupts  the  whole  missionary 
undertaking.  Missionary  Itineration  and  supervision 
have  abruptly  and  completely  vanished  Many  local 
churches  have  been  broken  up  and  the  members  wide- 
ly scattered,  and  the  attention  of  all  turned  toward  war 
efforts. 

Such  a  situation,  however,  does  not  mean  that  the 
church  has  ceased  to  exist,  or  that  our  efforts  of  three 
quarters  of  a  century  have  been  in  vain.  On  the  con- 
trary, evidences  are  everywhere  abundant  that  the  sot- 
rows  and  hardships  of  war  have  only  prepared  the 
hearts  of  countless  thousands  for  the  gospel  message. 
Oe«ation  of  hostilities  therefore  will  only  furnish  un- 
dreamed of  opportunities  and  larger  obligations  to  pren 
our  missionary  endeavors. 

In  the  meantime,  we  should  not  lose  sight  of  our 
missionary  responsibility  and  opportunity  in  the  lands 
of  Brazil,  Africa  and  Mexico — countries  into  which  the 
war  has  not  come.  Our  missionaries  to  these  peoples  re- 
port doors  wide  open  to  the  gospel.  Their  work  has  beoi 
very  little  affected  by  the  sUte  of  war  in  other  lands. 

With  regard  to  the  financial  aspect  of  the  foreign 
missionary  cause,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  during 
the  period  April  1 -August  31  receipts  were  running 
about  $19,000  ahead  of  the  aggregate  contribuUons  of 
the  correspondent  period  of  the  last  year. 

In  view  of  the  tragic  world  conditions,  together 
with  the  hopeful  outlook  in  our  foreign  mission  fields, 
the  General  Assembly  recently  called  the  attention  of 
the  church  to  the  vast  areas  of  the  world  that  stand 
mn  before  us,  and  urged  the  whole  church  to  devote 
herself  zealously  to  prayer  and  generous  giving.  And, 
as  an  expression  of  her  undaunted  faith  and  courage  to 
carry  this  thing  through  to  a  final  conclusion,  the  As- 
sembly charged  pastors  and  schools  ever  to  keep  before 
the  mind  of  the  youth  of  the  church  the  great  privilege 
and  obligation  of  offering  their  lives  to  fuU  time  service 
In  this  the  Church  s  greatot  task. 

It  Is  our  privilege  to  have  as  our  missionary  speaker 
tonight  Rev.  George  P.  Stevens,  for  many  years  a  mis- 
sionary to  China.

Report:  "Perhaps  the  item  of  greatest  Home  Mls- 
iloo  Interest  in  the  Preabytcry  is  the  organisation  of 
two  new  churches:  Northslde,  October  1942;  Dixon, 
February  1944.  Both  churches  are  products  of  Congre- 
gational Home  Missions. 

With  the  large  number  of  vacancies  throughout 
the  church.  wpecUOly  In  Home  Mission  fieldi.  we  are 
glad  to  report  that  only  one  of  our  Home  Mission 
churches  is  vacant,  I.  e.  Duncan's  Creek.  For  the  past 
few  months  Rev.  W  A  Wllkerson  has  supjdtod  this 
church  twice  a  month.  The  church  expects  to  have  a 
Union  Seminary  student  for  the  summer. 

The  Increase  in  gifts  and  the  increase  made  by  the 
Home  Mission  churches  in  self  support  makes  It  possible 
to  reoMmnend  that  salaries  of  our  Home  Mission  pas- 
tors be  Increased  to  $1,800  per  year,  and  a  manse.  We 
are  asking  the  churches  to  take  as  much  of  the  Increase 
as  poaslbie  before  calling  on  the  committee  for  an  in- 
creased appropriation. 
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Great  impetus  has  been  given  to  our  Home  Bdisslon 
task  by  the  generous  gift  of  |2,000  from  Mr.  J.  H.  Mat- 
thews and  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk.  A  part  of  this  ^  Is  specified 
for  the  new  church  to  be  built  at  Dallas.  The  remainder 
is  to  be  used  by  the  committee  where  most  needed  for 
churches,  chapels  and  manses.  The  Finance  committee 
has  invested  $1,500  of  the  $2,000  In  War  Bonds.  The 
Chairman  wrote  to  Mr.  Matthews  and  Mr.  Belk,  for  the 
committee,  thanking  them  for  doing  so  much  to  make  it 
possible  for  us  to  do  more  Home  Mission  work.  So  far 
as  our  records  reveal,  this  gift  makes  it  possible  for  our 
treasurer  to  make  the  best  financial  report  ever  made 
by  our  Presbytery.  All  obligations  to  date  have  been 
paid,  with  a  cash  bank  balance  of  $3,426.88.  plus  the 
llVsOO  in  War  Bonds.  Our  treasurer  Is  bonded  for  $5,000, 
and  his  audited  statement  Is  submitted  with  this  report. 
The  fine  Home  Mission  spirit  In  our  Presbytery 
has  made  it  a  real  inspiration  for  your  chairman  to 
spend  and  be  spent  In  the  work.  He  traveUed  5,800  miles 
last  year. 

The  wonderful  Home  Mission  zeal  of  the  Presbytery 
Is  shown  In  the  gifts  to  the  H.  M.  Emergency  Fund. 
Our  quota  of  $5,000  was  exceeded  by  $436.17.  This  was 
exceeded  by  only  one  Presbytery  In  the  Synod,  a  Pres- 
bytery that  has  more  than  three  times  our  membership. 
Of  the  other  seven  Presbyteries,  the  next  largest  gift 
totals  $4,109.17.

oMemovial  to  Rev.  W.  D.   Wolfe 


Rev.  William  Davis  Wolfe,  son  of  Samuel  and  Dora 
Winchester  Wolfe,  was  born  November  30, 1882,  in  Albe- 
marle, Stanly  County,  North  Carolina.  He  finished 
Albemarle  High  School  and  later  graduated  from  David- 
son CoUege  where  he  distinguished  himself  in  scholar- 
ship and  athletics.  In  1914  he  graduated  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary  where  he  was  noted  for  his 
unique  style  of  sermonizing  and  was  ordained  the  —ww* 
year  to  the  full  work  of  the  ministry  by  Winchester 
PnA/yiery  mecUng  at  Burlington.  W.  Va. 

Soon  after  his  ordination  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Bertha  Smith  of  Burlington,  W.  Va.,  who  survives  him- 
together  with  the  following  children:  Mary  Elizabeth. 
In  training  as  a  Christian  worker;  Dora  Ellen,  in  train- 
ing as  a  nurse;  William  Davis  Jr.,  in  the  armed  service; 
and  Qlmn  Lee  and  Samuel  Houston,  at  home 

Brother  Wolfe  served  earnestly,  uniquely  and  faith- 
fully the  following  pastorates:  Burlington,  W.  Va..  1914- 
1921;  Thomas,  W.  Va..  1921-1923;  Tellico  Plains,  Tenn.. 
1923-1935;  and  New  Hope  in  North  Carolina  1935-1944. 
We  are  familiar  with  the  novel  and  lasting  type  of  work 
which  he  was  able  through  God's  help  to  accomplish 
at  New  Hope,  and  we  are  persuaded  that  only  eternity 
will  tell  of  the  permanent  results  of  his  labors  in  the 
other  fields  in  which  he  served. 

"Therefore  let  no  man  glory  in  men."  "All  things 
are  of  Ood."  "He  that  glorieth  let  him  glory  in  the 
U)rd."  These  three  portions  of  Scripture  from  the  Epis- 
tles of  Paul  sum  up  briefly  Brother  Wolfe's  theology 
as  it  relates  to  Ood  and  to  men.  Ood  is  sovereign;  man 
Is  an  undeserving  sinner,  saviKi  by  the  glorious  grace 
of  a  Ood  of  great,  compasalonate  love. 

Brother  Wolfe  was  essentially  a  man  of  action.  His 
maimer  of  (k>ing  things  was  different  from  that  of  the 
average  man.  Instead  of  taUting  about  serving  his  fel- 
lowman,  he  would  borrow  a  horse  and  plow  from  a 
neighbor  to  prepare  a  garden  for  an  elderly  and  feeble 
colored  man.  Instead  of  endeavoring  to  define  faith  he 
asked  the  congregation  of  the  last  church  he  served 
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(New  Hope)  not  to  promise  him  a  stated  salary,  but  to 
have  placed  at  the  door  of  the  church  a  collection  box 
where  offerings  for  salary  and  benevolent  causes  could 
be  deposited  Instead  of  speaking  of  a  theory  of  prayer 
he  talked  tersely,  bluntly  and  intiinateiy  with  his  Heav- 
enly Father  about  any  and  all  things.  Instead  of  giving 
a  aennonic  dissertation,  he  opened,  read  and  gave  the 
meaning  of  Ood  s  Word,  and,  in  his  own  unique  way, 
gave  the  meaning,  most  of  the  time  holding  his  hear- 
ers in  8uspen.s(^  as  to  what  he  would  say  and  how  he 
wmild  say  it 

As  a  Presbyter  Brother  Wolfe  was  able  and  faith- 
ful. He  could  get  down  quickly  to  the  crux  of  the  mat- 
tor  lUKler  discussion.  C^ten  his  convictions  were  ex- 
nrsHed  with  a  iivelv  and  ptmgent  sense  of  humor. 
Klnss  Mountain  Preroytery  has  l(»t  a  strong  man.  We 
shall  acupety  miss  him  in  our  deliberatkms  as  a  church 
couit. 

Death  came  suddenly  Sunday  morning,  October 
29.  1944,  as  he  was  nearing  the  end  of  his  sermon.  It 
was  in  ttw  pulpit  that  he  paned  from  demih  unto  life 
triumphant.  In  the  presence  of  a  bereaved  family  and 
congrepitlon  the  foneral  services  were  held  in  New 
Hope  Church  October  31,  1944.

Rev  P.  D.  Patrick,  Chairman,  offered  the  following  re- 
nort-    "Your  committee  on  Home  Missions  submits  its  an- 
hual*  report  for  the  year   1947-48  with  gratitude  to  our 
Heavenly  Father  for  a  year  of  progress.   When  our  report 
was  made  last  year  little  did  we  dream  that  the  develop- 
BMBto  would  be  wich  that  the  year  would  pass  without  our 
eeeurtaff  an  Executive  Secretary.    While  we  realize  that 
much  more  could  be  accomplished  with  a  full  time  secreUry 
—yet  we  rejoice  in  a  year  of  advancement.   As  we  compare 
the  record  of  our  Presbytery  with  the  records  of  the  other 
Presbyteries  of  our  large  Synod,  ours  is  a  record  to  be  proud 
of  and  one  to  inspire  us  to  larger  acUvities.  The  Chairman 
of  the  committee  wishes  to  express  to  other  members  of  the 
committee,  and  to  the  whole  Presbytery  his  heartfelt  ap- 
preciation for  the  wonderful  spirit  of  cooperation  that  has 
made  this  inspiring  report  possible. 

The  first  goal  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee  is  to 
have  pastors  in  all  of  iU  churches.  With  f^e  coming  of 
George  W.  Heyward  to  Tryon  next  month  all  of  our  fields 
will  be  supplied  save  the  churches  served  by  the  late  Rev. 
A.  W.  Shaw. 

An  item  of  great  interest  to  the  P^^^^y^^-yJ*  ^^J* 
awakening  of  the  Bostic  Church.  Rev.  John  D.  Sniith  is 
supplying  the  church  twice  a  month.  T^!,^""?*/  ^^til! 
oerhaps  as  large  as  it  ever  has  been  in  the  history  of  the 
churchT  Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill  has  visited  the  church  and  drawn 
plans  for  the  Sunday  School  rooms  that  th«y_«P«^^^^'|^i 
in  the  near  future.  We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  T.  N.  James  for 
paying  the  expenses  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Cooper  for  a  ten-day 
meeting  in  this  church  and  to  Mr.  Cooper  for  conducting 
the  mating  which  meant  so  much  m  reviving  interest  in 
the  Bostic  Church. 

The  Forest  City  Church  has  just  completed  a  very 
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attractive  manse,  one  of  the  best  in  our  Presbytery.  Under 
the  agfreaaive  leadership  of  their  beloved  pastor,  Rev.  John 
D.  Smith,  the  church  has  become  self  supporting,  April  1, 
1948. 

Moat  of  our  Home  Mission  churches  are  diligent  in  push- 
ing Evangeliam.  the  first  objective  of  the  Presbyterian 
Pit^n^am  of  Progress. 

Our  committee  is  mindful  of  the  Chapel  goal  in  the 
Program  of  Progress.  We  take  special  note  of  the  organiz- 
ing of  two  outpost  Sunday  Schools  in  Mount  Holly,  and 
OQttdocted  by  the  Mount  Holly  congregation.  We  are  glad 
to  rtport  that  the  Lincolnton  Church  has  also  organized  an 
ou^poat  school. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  Macpelah  Church  for  using 
tiM  |160  challenge  fund  given  them  by  the  Presbytery 
through  the  Home  Mission  committee,  and  by  work  ainl  ad- 
ditional gifts  making  the  much  needed  repairs  on  the 
church,  and  for  giving  it  a  coat  of  paint. 

Several  of  our  churches  have  funds  on  hand  to  improve 
the  church  buildings  and  to  erect  Religious  Educational 
buUdinffB. 

The  Dallas  Church  has  bought  and  iMtid  for  a  well  lo- 
cated lot.  They  also  have  raised  several  thousand  dollars 
and  when  the  fund  ia  a  little  larger  they  will  be  ready  to 
buiki. 

Our  Church  and  Manse  Loan  Fund  should  be  a  real 
help  to  these  churches  in  their  building  programs.  We  now 
have  in  this  fund  12,800.  We  recommend  that  we  follow 
the  sofgwtion  of  our  Home  Mission  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  C. 
Dixon,  and  build  up  this  fund  until  it  reaches  $10,000.  We 
alao  recommend  that  Presbytery  express  by  a  riaing  vote  its 
apprwiation  of  the  capable  and  efficient  aervieea  of  our 
Traaaurer,  Mr.  R.  C.  Dixon,  of  Belmont,  N.  C. 

We  also  request  that  Presbytery  express  its  apprecia- 
tion to  Maaars.  J.  H.  Matthews  and  W.  H.  Belk  for  the  gift 
of  $2,000  to  advance  our  Home  Mission  work.  We  recom- 
mend that  $1,000  of  this  gift  be  given  to  the  Tryon  Church 
to  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  manse ;  that  $300  be  given  to  the 
Foreat  City  Church  to  apply  on  their  manse  debt ;  and  that 
$^  be  added  to  the  Church  and  Manse  Loan  Fund.  The 
remaining  $400  be  given  to  Castanea  aa  a  challenge  fund  to 
buikl  a  manse. 

That  Presbytery  express  its  gratitude  to  Synod  for  the 
gift  of  $600  to  Spindale  for  aid  in  building  its  needed  addi- 
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tiona  to  their  chmrxA;  also  IMO/iven  to  tjje  TryonChurch 
to  help  build  thdr  bmum.  and  for  $800  given  Foreat  City 
to  apply  on  their  BHUMa  dMvt. 

That  we  accept  the  kind  offer  of  Synod's  Home  Miaaion 
committee  to  pay  26%  of  the  expenses  of  our  Home  Mission 
Pastors  and  thair  wlvee  to  attend  the  Home  Mission  Confer- 
2^  "C^  Auguat  12  through  «;.  That  we  set  aside 
$600  of  our  balance  to  pay  the  other  76%  ;  these  funds  to 
cover  the  travel,  gate  fee  aiwi  board  expense. 

Our  whole  Preabytary  was  shocked  in  the  sudden  paa^ 
faig  of  our  Moderator.  Rev.  A.  W.  Shaw,  and  pastor  of  the 
S^urehea  at  Stanley  and  Castanea.  We  thank  our  Heavenly 
Father  that  it  waa  our  privitega  to  h«^  this  good  Preacher 
and  conaecrated  aanrant  of  our  Maatar  apant  hia  last  earth- 
ly days  in  our  Preabytwy.   "He  bemg  dead  yet  »P«»i'«th. 
The  Lord  haa  used  hia  taed  sowing  to  stir  the  churches  to  a 
■on  aggreaalva  work.   Each  church  is  asking  for  a  {u\\ 
tlBM  pastor.

George  Robertson  GiUeaida  was  bom  In  Uxington,  Ky., 
August  4, 1867.  His  parenU  w«re  Dr.  Benjamin  and  Eleanor 
Bell  Gillespie.  He  died  in  the  Gaston  Memorial  Hospital. 
GastonU,  N.  C,  Thursday,  February  12. 1948.  and  was  bur- 
ied in  Hollywood  Cemetery,  Gastonia.  N.  C 

Mr.  Gillespie  attended  the  University  of  Kentucky,  and 
after  graduation  passed  an  examination  and  became  a  reg- 
Utered  pharmacist,  which  profeasion  he  foUpwed  for  ma^y 
years.  While  attending  a  service  in  a  Gospel  Mission  m  ht. 
Joseph.  Mo.,  the  song.  •'Saved  By  Graced  moved  him  to 
a  surrender  of  heart  and  life  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  a 
personal  Saviour  and  with  characteristic  abandon  to  «ive 
himself  to  full  time  service  in  the  Gospel  Mission.  While 
working  in  the  Mission  he  married  Miss  Jessie  May  fcphlin, 
of  Michigan  City.  Ind..  March  SO.  1912.  In  1914  they  moved 
to  Chicago,  where  Mr.  Gillesirfe  served  as  Superintendent  of 
a  similar  mission  and  at  the  same  Ume  completed  studies 
at  McCormick  Seminary  in  preparation  for  ordination  which 
was  bestowed  by  Chicago  Presbytery,  U.  S.  A..  February  17, 
1918.

He  iivad  an  oncoro- 
pwiwiaing  rdifion,  and  whenever  there  waa  an  issue  be- 
tween right  and  wrong,  he  was  always  on  the  side  of  tha 
right,  aa  God  ahowed  him  the  right. 

Mr.  Shaw  was  faithful  and  efficient  in  his  duties  to  the 
wirch  and  her  courta.  A  master  parliamentarian,  he  was 
»*^  caUed  upon  to  moderate  the  aeaaions  of  the  church 
eoorta.  whkii  he  did  wisely,  gently  and  with  dispatch,  that 
won  the  admiration  and  respect  of  his  brethren.

HOME  MISSIONS 

Rev.  P.  D.  Patrick,  Chairman,  reported  to  Pr«abyt«py, 
that  some  years  ago.  Kings  Mountain  Prwbyt»y,  CMsed  to 
ask  the  Assembly's  Committee  for  aid,  and  that  beginning 
April  1, 1949,  Presbytery  no  longer  aaked  th«  Synod  for  aid. 
This  was  made  posaible  by  stepping  up  Presbytery's  per- 
centages from  16  %  to  18%.  We  continue  to  give  Synod 
as  large  a  per  cent  as  any  of  the  nine  Presbyteries  and  a 
larger  per  cent  than  many.  We  continue  to  give  to  the  Aa- 
sembly's  Committee,  the  largest  percent  of  any  Presbytery 
in  the  Synod. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Plexico,  of  Asheville  Presbytery,  having  ac- 
cpted  the  call  of  the  churches  at  Dallas  and  Hephxibah,  all 
Home  Mission  Churches  are  now  supplied.  Two  new,  beau- 
tiful manses  have  been  built,  namely,  Tryon  and  Castanet. 
The  Church  and  Manse  Fund  are  proving  a  benediction. 

A  vital  factor  in  the  orogreas  of  the  work  is  the  $2,000 
annual  contribution  for  the  paat  six  years  from  the  Mat- 
thewB-Belk  Co..  of  Gastonia,  N.  C.

Eh-.  Joseph  Kirkland  Hall  was  bom  January  1,  IMf  at  the  old 
Hall  homastaisd,  near  Balasont,  a  few  hmdrad  yarai  from  tha  haasa 
in  which  he  was  dwanina  when  he  was  eaOad  to  Ms  eternal  reward  an 
January  2,  1949— one  day  after  his  eirhty-fourth  birthday.  He  was 
tha  son  of  Rev.  James  Davidson  Hall  and  Elisabeth  Price  Neasle  Hall. 
His  education  in  the  rather  meafre  public  schools  of  that  day  was 
aappiaasantad  by  Um  able  traininc  of  his  parents  and  th^  Godly 
•tawpla  in  their  home.  In  1887  he  was  ffradoatad  frooi  Davidaoa 
Colkvat  an  institution  which  his  fath«r  had  aasistad  in  foondlBC  M 
years  earlier,  and  from  which  he  himaalf  raealTad  tha  haBoranp  decraa 
of  Doctor  9A  Dh^^y  in  li»37— fifty  nan  aftar  hia  gradhMitfcm.  Ha 
raaatvad  hia  thai^wical  training  st  Uni<m  Saarinary,  loeatad  at  that 
time  at  Hampden  Sidney,  Va.,  graduating  in  1891. 


Dr.  Hall's  first  Pastorate  was  a  Ashland.  Va.^  from  1891  to 
Hia  iMxt  work  was  at  Kings  Mountain  and  Lone  Craak  Qrarchaa  !■ 
wkat  is  now  Kings  Mooataln  Presbytery .  In  1S94  he  became  partar  af 
Mitorie  Betheada  Praabytarian  Chnrch  in  York  Countv,  S.  C.  Ba  M 
a  great  work  in  this  fktld.  Fifteen  years  later  he  became  head  of 
Westminster  School,  located  aesur  Rutherfordton,  N.  C.  After  two 
iraars  of  work  there,  he  acwptod  a  pastorate  in  Harnett  County. 
In  1917  he  bacame  paator  or  Parkton,  Lumber  Bridge,  and  Rax 
Churches,  in  Robatoa  Oavaty.  It  was  here  that  his  health  failtd. 
and  ha  waa  eoaipaUad  to  civa  up  tha  paaterate  for  a  time.  He  retumad 
to  Gaaton  County  whara  ha  hotit  a  hoOM  on  part  of  his  fsther'i  fans. 
When  his  health  waa  partlaUy  ra^vered,  in  September  19^,  he  ha- 
csme  pastor  of  Goshen  Praabytorian  Church,  the  church  which  Ma 
father  had  sarred  fsithfuUy  for  s  oeriod  of  18  years.  In  this  flald 
he  faithfully  and  lovingly  labored  for  18  years — ontil  his  retiramaBt 
in  1940. 

White  MWtor  of  Bathends  Church,  on  January  8,  1902.  Dr.  Hall 
waa  Bsanied  to  Mlaa  Marv  Elisabeth  Wit^wmpoon.  of  Lancaster,  S.  C. 
She  waa  a  treat  help  and  inspirstion  to  him  until  her  death  in  1940. 
Six  children  ware  bom  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Hall,  only  two  of  whom  sur- 
Tive,  James  Bartlett  Hall  and  Joseph  K.  Hall,  Jr.,  both  of  Belmont, 
North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Hall's  last  and  graataat  work  was  done  at  G<Mhen.  In  tha 
days  of  his  boyhood  this  eomraonity  was  sparsely  settled  and  tha 
church  was  not  larga^aran  though  it  was  th«  oldest  church  west  of 
tha  Catawba  river.  Whan  he  returned,  he  found  several  thousand 
people  concentrated  in  fWa  textile  villagM — but  Goehan  had  only 
five  raambara.  This  was  a  real  opportunity  tttt  Mrrica,  and  this 
Godly  man  lookod  «pon  the  paopte  gathered  h«a  from  all  aactions  of 
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thia  stoto  and  other  sUtea  as  so  manT  shaap  without  a  shepherd. 
Like  Paul  of  old.  ha  want  form  hooaa  to  havaa,  vaA  phyaic^ly,  menUl-

It  is  recom- 
mandad  tlMt  we  let  him  know  this  is  an  act  of  appreciation  from  the 
Proabytarjr. 

STEWARDSHIP

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Committre  of  History  und  Records.  The  TnMtMB  of  Pr—byUry  to 
coniUt  of  3  memben;  and  the  Uiatory  and  R«eerdb  CommittM  ihall 
consist  of  3  members. 

III.  Wt  recommend  that  a  Presbytery  Council  be  set  up  to  con- 
sist of  a  Budget  Committee,  arnl  a  Publicity  and  Prorram  Committee. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  look  after  the  prorram  and  work 
of  the  Presbytery  as  a  whole,  and  to  sunnt  ways  and  means  of 
carrying  out  the  toUl  profram.

WOMAN'S  WORK 

Rev.  S.  C.  Smith,  Chairman  of  Woman's  Work.  PP^^nt- 
ad  Mrs.  J.  G.  Walker.  Preaidant  of  the  Women  of  the  Church 
of  Kings  MounUin  Presbytery,  who  reported  as  follows: 

"With  a  spirit  of  deep  gratitude  to  God  for  His  work 
through  the  Women  of  the  Church  during  the  paat  year, 
we  present  to  Presbytery  this  report.  This  raeord  teUa 
only  in  part  the  story  of  how  2,d44  women  have  moved 
forward  m  study  and  service  for  Christ  through  His  Church. 
We  are  fortunate  that  our  Board  of  Woman's  Work  gives  to 
us  a  clear  outline  of  month-by-month  proframs  of  study  and 
spiritual  enrichment. 

Our  womoi  have  realized  the  powar  of  prayer,  not  only 
in  their  own  Mraa,  but  in  the  advaneemant  of  tha  work  of 
the  church  as  is  evidenced  by  the  incraaaa  In  prayer  grouuu 
During  the  past  year  Uvea  have  baan  aBrieiiad  as  all  the 
women  enrolled  in  the  Southam  PraabTtariaii  Church  have 
•made  a  study  of  the  Gospel  of  John  as  P«;«NBtod  by  Dr. 
Jamas  Sprunt.  Likewise  thay  have  united  to  stadytog  tha 
Apostles'  Creed,  led  in  moat  caaas  by  tha  local  pastors. 

Religious  Education  was  emphasiaad  by  the  study  of 
"Lift  Up  Your  Eyes",  and  World  Missions  by  the  study  of 
"Japan  Begins  Again". 

Mindful  of  the  vital  necessity  of  tha  ChristiaBwitoaas 
todav  in  the  home,  community,  and  tha  wwkl,  woman  Mra 
not  only  serving  through  the  regular  channels  but  are  llft^ 
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ing  up  their  eyes  to  new  fields  of  endeavour.  To  reach  the 
unreached,  many  woman  have  oooparated  in  the  church's 
program  of  visitation  and  Evangelism,  and  a  fine  spirit 
of  cooperation  and  good  fellowship  is  observed  throughout 
the  Presb3rterial.  We  welcome  one  new  local  organisation. 
The  Women  of  the  Springwood  Church.  Kings  Mountain  is 
at  praaant  the  only  Presbytery  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina reporting  a  Women  of  the  Church  organization  in  every 
church  in  the  Presbytery. 

Questionnaires  filled  out  by  each  local  president  reveals 
the  following  facts:  1045  women  in  Bible  study  groups.  900 
to  prayer  groups.  440  observe  family  worship,  36  local 
groups  report  evidence  of  spiritual  growth.  24  local  groups 
sent  Negro  woman  to  the  Negro  Woman's  Conference. 

Gifts  to  Benevolences,  $21,256,  to  Local  causes  $7,161. 
total  $28,407.  an  increase  of  $1,255. 

For  all  that  God  hath  wrough,  we  are  grateful.  But 
there  is  also  a  spirit  of  desire  to  press  on  to  meet  unmat 
needs.  Our  questionnaires  reveal  needs  as:  more  evanga- 
lism,  more  spiritual  growth,  more  consecrated  leaders,  mora 
prayer  and  more  tithers.  In  the  new  year  our  women  look 
unto  Jesus  and  go  on  to  maturity  in  His  strength."

Even  though  Mr.  Gibson  had  passed  the  age  of  sixty- 
five  when  he  moved  to  the  naw  manse  at  Caatanea.  the 
whole  congregation  was  so  devoted  to  their  pastor  and  good 
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wife  and  they  so  love  the  people  they  served,  that  one  would 
have  to  travel  far  to  find  a  happier  pastorate. 

Blr  Glbeon  was  a  man  of  the  highest  type  of  Christian 
charactir  He  had  a  winsome  personality  and  a  warm  heart. 
He^  a 'fa"hf ul  servant  of  the  church  and  a  true  friend  of 
Sin  He  iSe  many  devoted  friends  wherever  he  went 
HU  DreachSTwas  preeminently  scriptural  and  marked  by 
un?n&urkab?e  loyalty  to  God  and  His  word  that  characterized 
Ws^tYre  We  and  mListry.

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THE  REVEREND  ALFRED  SCOTT  ANDERSON 

The  RaveraMi  Alfred  Scott  Anderson,  fomiM'  PMtor  of 
Loray.  now  West  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  GastoniA, 
N.  C.  and  of  Lowell  and  Cramerton  Presbyterian  Churchtt, 
died  in  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  Hoapital,  Richmond, 
Va.,  Wednesday.  April  12,  1960. 

Mr  Anderson  was  bom  at  Locust  Hill,  Ivey  Depot,  Va^ 
on  February  14, 1878,  the  son  of  Charles  Harper  and  Sarfth 
Scott  Anderson.  He  graduated  from  William  and  Mary 
College,  Williamaburg.  Va.,  1899.  Foltowing  hla  graduation, 
he  Uught  school  at  Crewe,  Va..  for  five  years,  then  entering 
Union  Theological  Seminary.  Richmond,  Va.,  where  he 
paduated  in  1907.  His  first  pastorate  was  hcamy,  now 
Weet  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  Gastonia,  N.  C,  whkh 
he  acrved  for  five  yean.  Following  this  he  served  pasto- 
rates in  Waynesville,  N.  C,  and  in  Hopkinsville,  Ky.  In 
May  1920,  Mr.  Anderson  returned  to  Gaston  county,  havhyr 
aoeepted  a  call  to  the  Lowell  Pr^byterian  Church,  Low^l. 
N.  C.  Shortly  after  coming  to  Lowell  he  organised  the 
Cramerton  Church,  Cramerton,  N.  C.  and  became  Ita  flnt 
pastor  in  June  1920.  About  the  same  time  he  aoeepted  the 
superintendency  of  the  Cramerton  School  system.  From 
June  1920  through  June  20,  1946  when  he  retired  Mr.  An- 
derson held  the  dual  roll  of  pastor  of  two  churchee  and 
superintendent  of  schools  for  a  span  of  twenty  alz 


On  May  11,  190S,  Mr.  Anderson  married  Katherine 
Morris,  of  Farmville,  Va.  To  this  union  were  bom  th% 
children,  four  of  whom  survive.  They  are.  S<»tt  Anderson, 
Harper  Anderson,  and  Dr.  William  N.  Anderson,  all  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  and  Lewis  M.  Anderson  of  Corinth.  Uim. 
A  daughter,  Katherine  Morris  Anderson,  died  in  1914.  He 
it  also  survived  by  a  sister,  Mrs.  Lucy  Ward,  of  Richmond. 
Va..  with  whom  he  had  lived  since  his  retirement  in  1944. 
His  wife,  Katherine,  died  November  8,  1948,  at  Cramerton, 
North  Carolina. 

Bfr.  Anderson  was  a  man  of  outstanding  capabilities 
and  attainments.  He  was  a  faithful  servant  of  the  ehurch 
and  a  true  friend  of  man.  His  gracious  personality  and 
warm  heart  endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  ne  labored.  hfAh 
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in  the  church  and  in  the  school,  as  a  pastor  and  as  a  teacher. 
"He  was  a  good  man,  full  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  of  faith". 
To  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  give  thanks  for  his  life  and 
works  and  for  the  ministry  he  rendered. 

"How  beautiful  it  is  for  a  man  to  die 
Upon  the  walls  of  Zion!  To  be  called 
Like  a  watch-worn  and  weary  sentinel 
To  put  his  armour  off,  and  rest  in  heaven  1"

APPENDIX  NO.  2 


W«  recommend: 


1.  That  March  4,  1951  be  desirnated  as  Every  Member  CanvaM 
Day,  and  that  the  canvass  not  be  eoniidered  complete  until  every 
member  has  either  made  a  pledge,  or  after  having  the  claims  of  tbe 
church  pr^ented  to  him  in  person  by  a  representative  of  the  church, 
has  refused  to  make  a  pledge. 

2.  That  the  theme  of  the  Every  Member  CanTasa  for  th*  year 
1»61  be  "Let  Your  Lijrht  So  Shine". 

8.  That  the  period  February  4 — March  4,  1951  be  deeiffnatad  as 
Stawardship  Season  and  that  every  pastor  be  oread  to  uadwriiid 
this  season  by  a  planned  preaching  program  on  the  "Stewardill^  of 
Life  and  Possessions". 


4.  That  every  church  be  urged  to  accept  in  full  the 
goal  assigned  to  it  by  Presbytery's  Budget  Committ—  as  r«it«a«it- 
ing  the  minimum  needs  of  the  Assembly,  Synod,  and  Preebytory,  and 
recognizing  the  fact  that  these — our  Qtorch's  responsibility — shooM 
have  a  prior  claim  upon  un,  that  no  fuMb  be  contributed  to  causes 
not  in  the  budget  until  the  budget  has  been  eompletely  met. 

5.  That,  recognising  the  j>lace  that  the  Scriptures  give  to  the 
tithe  as  an  element  contributing  to  spiritual  development,  special 
emphasis  be  given  to  vigorous  promotion  of  the  "separated  portion", 
beginning  with  the  tithe  as  a  spiritual  development  of  her  members.
